Washington to New York.

for a large reduction aponthroogh rates, which
propogition the latter compuny hias steadily re-
fused to accept. There i3 consequently no litte
indignation sgainst this company, which strog-
gles to minintain ita welllknowa reputiation as
the enemy of New York aod Puoiladelphia.

THE UNCAPTURED FENIANS.
——
The Irish Hevoer Decline i Publie Reception
—~Mmrenes 0t Aweecney's

The N. Y. Wordd of this morniag sayas: —

Upon the arrival of the guaedds nl Sweeney's
the bunner of Erin was displaved from the lagz-
staff ol the hotel, and the doors gnarded to pre-
vent the enthusgiastic erowd from entering. Nul-
withstanding the precauntions taken the lobby,
bar-room, aud parlors were soon invested by
politicians and others, nearly all of whom
clalmed o personal acquaintance or eonnection
with gomeé one, or all, of the exiles, and each
tried hils utmost to impress upon the minds of
the two stalwart watchmen at the foot of the
stairs leading to thelr rooms that his was a most
important claim and must not be denied. The
reply invariably was, *Fend up yoar card, gen-
tlemen, that's all I can say to you," all of which
was very unsatisfactory to the would-he visitors,
It was of no use for them to grumble and endea-
vor to ¢ffect the desired interview by changing
Imts with gome friend and claiming & pew and
different relationghip; never were there more
i mperturbable guardemen than those who stood
atl those stalrs. None were admitted but thoze
who were known to be friends of the released
prisoners, dalegates fromsocleties, city officials,
or noted friends to the Fenian cause. Of course
this excepts the Indies, all of whom were shown
up stairg, int ope elderly one, who was, as ghe
#nld, very anxtons to gee her brother. Her re-
quest was denied, and she iovited to walk ont-

gide, as from her uppearance it was plainly sesn |

that she, In her ioy at the arrivals, had been
imbiblng too muoch *‘potheen.” Outside the
bullding the ecrowd, which inereased in num-
vers every hour, cheered lustily at the appear-
ance of any one at the windows of the parlor
where it was known the exiles were, and the
excltement at tmes became g0 iotense that the
police were obliged to disperse the throng; but
they soon ressseinbled, and ignoring the gaard-
inps of the law, would renew Lheir demonstra-
tions of joy aud delight.

DEATHS IN THE MINES.
———
The Disnsters In the Conl Mines Durlng 1570,

The Poutsville Miners' Journal of to-day
gives detalled statements of the disasters in the
coal mining regions of the State during the
year 1870, from which we extract the following:

Under the new mining law, which passed at
the last eession of the Leglslature, the coal
counties of Bchuylkill, Northumberland, Co-
lumbin, and Daophin were divided fato three
districts.

From the reporis of the Inspectors we glean
the following Interesting statistics. We regret
to state that the number of deaths and casual-
tiea has largely Inereased over last year, and,
compared with similar statisties, they are almost
appalling, in S8chuylkill connty at least:

n 1869 the Miue luspector was appointed for
the first time under the Act that passed at the
seesion of 1868, He commenced his duties
April 1, 1869, and for the nine months ending
December 81, 1809, thore were 57 deaihs In the
mines, and 91 pergons were Injured, which was
at the rate of about one death for 67,800 toas
mined, and 42400 for every person injurad.
Maklong the snme ratio comparison for the whole
product that year, It would have given 72 deaths
and 115 persons injured.

During 15870, the year justjelosed, the product
of coal fell off in the neighhorhood of 00,000
tons in Bchuylkill county—nearly one-fifth of
the product of the former year—yet the humber

largely on the inerease in 1570,

To show the terribly demoralizing effect of
it will be observed thae no
lege than 67 deatks and 135 other casualtiva
(nearly one-half) occurred in August. Septem-
ber, and Uectober, the three months after the

number of deaths are caused by falls of conl and
rocks, while the number of deaths by explo-
slong of gus were only gix, but the number In-
jured by these explosions are greater than from
apy other eause, The falling of two cages by
the breanking of chalns, ete., killed no less than
16 persong, while 10 others perished at different
times from the same causes.

The number of persons killed In the Southern
Lehigl district, embracing part of Luzerne aud
Carbon connties, was but 7, the number injured
belng 26—a total of 88, These figures inclade
the period from July 19 to December 81. As the
gquantity of coal mined, sent to market, and cou-
sumed in thut distriet after July 19 was In the
neighborbood of 2,000,000 tovs, it would give
one death to 285000 tons wined, and aboul
70,000 for each one injured. What a contrast
with Behuylkill county, where one pPerson was
killed in 1870 to 85 000 tons, and oue injured for
every 16,000 tons miped!

The number killed during the same perlod in
tbe middle distriet of Luzeérne county was 20,
and the number injured 48 —a total of 68.

Five of those given as injured have since died,
thereby Increasing the number of killed to
twenty-five, and decreasing the number of in-
jured to forty-three. As we have no relurns of
the product of the separate collleries embraced
in this district, we ¢an make no eomparison
with the others, but as the product would reach
nearly two milllon tons, it would glve one death
for each 100,000 tons wined aud 43,000 tons for

cach casually.

HUSHING UP A SCANDAL.
The Tijnl of Dr. Lan hnn-Postpenement of
the Investigntion—Hasis of Nettlement.

The basls of settlement upon which the
charges agalpst Dr. Lanshan are withdrawn,
and the investigation of the alleged frauds in the
Book Boncern ended, Is substantially as follows:

The committee reaflirm that in thelr jodgment
the original charges made by Dr, Lanahan against
the ook Cobncern were without foundation; that
the business of the establishment in all Its depart-
ments {8 prudently and economically conducted;
and that the affairs of the Book Concern are on a
sound financial basie, In view, however, of the
allegations made by the Assistant Book Agent, and
af the impossibility of an [mpartial consideration of
these charges by the joint tribunal, a special com-
misslop s  appointed, consisting of  Bishop
Heott, Judge Reynolils, E. L. Fancher,
und  three moembers of the Book Com-
mitiec, to be mnamed by the COhairman, and
authorized L make & thorough examination of the
books and financis| mansgement of the Book Cone-
cern from the date of Its lnstitution until the pre-
gent time, The commission will employ practical
experts, selected on the jolnt recommendation of
Mr, Fancher and Judge Reynolds, and in the exa-
mination of witnesses and in all matters of law theso
members will act as counsel, Bishop Scott will pre-
side at the meetings of the commission, and in
addition to his duties as preslding ofllcer
will bhave appellate jarladiotion in  deciding
disputed questions of Inw, The com-
misslon 10 conducting  the Invebtigation
will pot conflne themselves to the printing and
binding departinents, In which lrregularities are
alleged to have ocenrred, bat will endeavor to ex-
amine thoroughly the cconomy of management and
fnancial STALIILY of the entire publishing bhusiness
of the Book Concern. The commission (s not to
put uny oxe on trial, but siinply Lo institute g search-
ing Inquiry into the management of the publlshing
interests of the Methodist denomination,

The charge and specifications against the As.
slatant Book Agent are withdrawn from the joint
tribupal, together with the answers of the respond-
enty and referred to the General Conference for
final adjudication. With the date of the withdrawa)l
of these charges, the Assistant BDook Agent 18 re-
lleved from suepension and restored to his omelal
relatlons with the Book Concern. All matiter con-
pected with the allegations against the Book Con-
cern are referred to the Belect Commission, with
inptractions that a report be made at the next ses-
sion of the Committee,—N. ¥, 2% ibune fo-day.

FRANCE.

A New Dnunger—Defiolency of Fael.

France is singularly ill-provided with coal,
and now the coal fields of the Baar valley are
removed hopelessly beyond her reach. Her
relinnce, says the Pall Mall Gazelle, was in
great measure npon her forests, and these forests,
very frequently the property of the Btate or
thrifty communes, have been cut of late years
on the most gcientific principles, and husbanded
with the greatest eare. The effect of the sea-
gon's waste will be long felt and very serious.
Villagers moy sow their fields again with seed,
lent or given, cotlages can be rebuilt, and in a
year or so the plongh will everywhere have
effaced the traces of the sinlster grave-mounds,
as the plough has already done by Woerth and
Welssenburg, But for twenty or thirty years
to come, the poor will have to buy the fuel
they used to cut on ihelr own commonalty,
and ns each bitter winter brings novel hardships
In its train, they will curse the ravager who
caunged thelr mirery, and anouslly vow ven-
geance. The German may have abused the rights
of vietory but liitle; but his vietims will be
scarcely likely to regard his conduct from a dis-
assionate polnt of view. A passage in a letter
rom Normandy published the other day struck
us as very foreible. It depicted the frugal Nor-
mau peassut looking on savagely at Tentons of
great appetite making free with his food and
drink as men do make free with the property of
their neighbor. That feeling will be universal
in this matter of the woods, Habltuated to have
their fuel doled out to them, accustomed to use
it eparingly even when there was no nccessity
except instinetive sympathy with the tone of
the country, the euppressed rage at witnessing
the destruction wrought by the invader must be
something terrible. We suspect that morally
and materially nothing will prove a graver or
more lasting grievauce than this destruoction of
the foresta.

Ap Evacuntlon Story Spelled,

We may as well advert in a word or two, says
the Pall Mall Gazelle, to the ingenions hypothe-
eis of rome people that Trochu intends to with-
draw with his troops to the fortified peninsula
of Mont Valerian, as to a citadel, after the fall of
Parls. This profound surmise hus been concocted
by some of the super clever hangers-on of the
etaff at Versailles, and is based ehlelly on the fact
that & good many caris go backwards and for-
wards between Paria and that peninsula. He
must certainly be an uncommon clever general
who chooses to construct for himself o citadel
on o low alluvial reninaula surronnded on all
gldes by commanding belghts, from which the
camps of his troops can be surveyed like a
panorams, and consequently fired into at easy
rapges. But as lopg as the Prassian stafl has
existed, it bas been tronbled with the presounce
of some men ©f superbuman sharpness. With
them the enemy Is always most likely 1o do the
ve unllkeiieal;himi of tﬂ. A8 the iieli-man
Baying goes, ‘‘they hear the grass growing."
